Teachers and Club Women Hear 
Message From Humane Society 


Mrs. W. T. Weathersbee, represent- 
ing the National Humane Educational 
society, delivered two lectures in At- 
lanta yesterday—one in the morning 
before the normal classes of the public 
school. system; the other before the 
City Federation of Women’s Clubs. 

Mrs. Weathersbee explained that “in 
many states humane education is taught 
in the public schools, under the state 
law which requires it. 

“Humane education is not a fad, 
but a sociological necessity. 

“TJ regard’ the teaching coneérning 
the kindly treatment of animals and 
any avoidance of needless pain to be 
the most important element in the edu- 
cation of the individual,” she said. 

“Every child born in this world has 
a right to training which will make 
it a benevolent and useful member of 
society; all children need’such training, 
and there is no exception. Even if their 
natural impulses are kind, they need 
guidance, for much unintentional cru- 
elty is committed through ignorance 
and thoughtlessness, 

“Tt is obvious that humane education 
must take the form of training in

Princeton Beaten by 10 to 6 
Count—Game Dragged at 
Times — Princeton’s Of- 
fense Was Negligible. 


Princeton, N. J., November 6.—Har- 
vard university's football team de- 
feated the Princeton eleven here to- 
day, 10 to 6. It was the fourth con- 
secutive victory for the Crimson over 
the Tigers since 1912, and the defeat 
shattered all hopes of the Orange and 
Black to any claim to the eastern foot- 
— champioinship of the present sea-

Rotérithetsisline the apparent close- 
ness of the score, the honors of victory 
belong chiefly to Harvard, for the con- 
test, considered as a whole, was be- 
tween the Crimson team as a combina- 
tion and the individual scoring ability 
of Tibbett’s goal-kicking toe.

MONARCHY. IS FAVORED. 


~ BY PEOPLE OF CHINA 


Fifteen of Eighteen Provinces 
Have Voted to Re-establish 
Kingly Rule. 


Pekin, November 6.—Fifteen of the 
eighteen provinces of China are said by 
the government to have voted in favor 
of a monarchy. 

The minister of foreign affairs, Lu 
Cheng-Hsyang, made this statement to 
M. Obata, secretary of the Japanese le- 
gation, in explaining why in his opin- 
ion the government could not legally 
defer the decision of the people con- 
cerning the proposal to re-establish a 
monarchy. 

The foreign minister contended China 
was misrepresented by reports that 
hasty action was contemplated, and 
pointed to the advanced stage which the 
election already had reached. He as- 
sured M. Obata the Chinese government 
was considering the friendly advice of 
the powers in the same spirit in which 
it was offered. 

It was reported that the government 
may es the council of state acting 
as parliament to legalize a postpone- 
mént of the monarchical restoration, 
should it be finally decided upon.

Progress of Japanese Emperor 
to Kioto Marked by Re- 
markable Display.

Kioto, Japan, November 6.—The 
progress of Emperor Yoshihito from, 
Tokio to Nagoya, the first stage of 
his journey to Kioto for the coronation 
ceremonies, was marked by a remark- 
able display of national loyalty. 

In every city and town through 
which the rulep passed the entire pop- 
ulation assembled at the railway sta- 
tions and in the adjacent highways, 
paying homage to the emperor and 
bowing low in worship to the Kashi- 
kodokoro, or divine mirror, which rep- 
resents the spirit of+*the grand impe- 
rial ancestress or eun goddess, Amate- 
rasu Omikami, and which is a part of 
the imperial sancutary. 

In the rice land the peasants, aban- 
doning the mattocks, led their children 
along the railroad and worshipped the 
sanctuary. Everywhere the horizon 
was black with school children, grown 
people and troops, mounted and on foot. 
As the emperor entered Nagoya at

Flames Spread So Rapidly

New Yorkj'November 6.—Twelve men 
and girls lost their lives today in a fire 
that destroyed an old four-story brick 
mand wooden factory in the Williams- 
burg section of Brooklyn. A search of 
the ruins:is expected to uncover the 
bodies of thirteen other victims, eight 
of them girls, reported as missing to- 
night. Of the forty injured, who were 
. in hospitals, many were expected to die 
and a score more were less seriously 
burned and bruised. 

Normally there were 300 employees 
of the candy manufacturing concern 
and three clothing manufacturers in 
the building but more than a third had 
been dismiaged for a Saturday half- 
holiday before the fire started. 

The flames were discoveréd by a girl 
employee in the basement and were 
goon roaring up the elevator shaft 
ground which wound the principal 


stairway. 
They Leaped From Windows. 
There was one other stairway in the 
rear and some of the entrapped per- 
sons escaped by that, but before the 
firemen arrived men and women were 
leaping from the windows. The flames 
had swiftly mushroomed from the ele- 
vator shaft into the fourth floor and 
“ gcarcely had the first streams of water 
entered the building when the roof 
collapsed. The other floors soon after 
fell, one by one. 
Today's disaster was the worst fac- 
tory fire in New York since the Tri- 
angle Waist company was burned out 
several years ago with a loss of 148 


ts 


lives. 
The flames spread so rapidly that es- 


Of the eleven bodies recovered from 
the ruins, six were taken from the fire 
escape and four were found hanging out 
of the windows, charred beyond recogni- 

tion. Severkl of these were girls 
burned to death in the sight of a great 
crowd of-helpless spectators. 

The origin of the fire had not been 
determined tonight, but within half an 

hour the roof of the building had ‘col- 
lapsed. In another hour it was nothing 
but a tottering shell of brick walls, 
inclosing & ruins and probably 
the bodies of the missing. 

Not until the list of employees in the 
building can be checked up and the 
ruins searched were the police willing 
tonight to beligve that the death list 
would exceed 25. One of the victims 
taken to the hospital, a man, died soon 
after from a fractured skull. 

Coroner Wagner started an investi- 
gation of the cause of the disaster but 
was able to gain little information 
other than that the fire appeared to 
have originated in the Diamond Candz 
factory, probably in the basement 
where the cooking was done. 

The loss of life was chiefly among 
the employees of the Essex Shirt com- 
pany and the B. L. & W. Tailoring:com- 
pany, who occupied the third and 
fourth floors. 

| Owner of Bullding Arrested. 

After a preliminary investigation by. 
the authorities tonight, Mrs. ward L. 
Dtamond,. owner of the building, and 
her husband were arrested on a charge 
of criminal negligence and remanded to 
jail without bail. Mr. Diamond said he 
was in the building at the time of the 
fire, but claimed ignorance as to the 
cause.

London, November 6—An official 
communication issued by the Russian 
war office claims the capture by the 
Russians of 8,500 prisoners as the re- 
eult of a surprise attack near the vil- 
lage of Sienikowce on the Stripa river 
in Galicia. 

The Austrians assert that in the 
fighting around Sienikowce they cap- 
| tured 6,000 men and 60 officers. Vienna 
piso says that two strong attacks by 
the Russians against the Stripa front 
‘of the Austrians collapsed, the Rus- 
sians sustaining heavy losses. 

The Russian armies have success- 
fully countered Field Marshal von Hin- 
denburge’s efforts to reach Riga from 
the west, and are attacking both west 
and south of Dvinsk and on the Styr 
and the Stripa rivers. 

In the Dvinsk sector the Russians 
are advancing a little: westward, but 
on the two southern rivers there is ro 
change in the positions, the armies of 
neither side seemingly being able to 
make any progress, though they are 
launching heavy attacks. : 

In the western zone the Germans 
continue their attacks against the new 
French positions in Champagne, but 
here, likewise, little ground is chang- 
ing hands.

The Russians were 
thrown back to their old positions on 
the east bank of the river. In the re- 
cent fighting there fifty officers and 
6,00Q Russians have been captured. 

Concerning the western front the war 
office gays that in the Champagne 
north of Massiges the French were 
ejected, by means of hand grenades, 
from a portion of a German trench 
which they had entered. 

The official statement follows: 

“In the western theater: 

“After a hand grenade engagement 
the French forces which penetrated 
the eastern part of our new trenches 
to the west of Massiges (in the Cham- 
pagne) were driven out again. Other- 
wise except for partly lively artillery 
battles the day passed without im- 
portant incidents, 

“In the eastern theater: 

“Army group of Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg: The Russians repeated 
their attempts to break through our 
lines near Dvinsk with the same bad 
results. be 

“Army group of Prince Leopold of 
Bavaria: The situation remains un- 


ged. 

“Army group of General von Linsin- 
gen: Further Russian positions were 
captured northeast of Budka. At 
Sienikowce quiet reigns. The enemy 
has been driven back into his old po- 
sitions on the eastern bank of the 
Stripa river. In the now completed 
battles the Russians have lost in pris- 
oners 50 officers and about 6,000 men.” 


ARTILLERY ACTIVE 


ON WESTERN FRONT. 


Paris, November 6.—The war office 
communication tonight says: 

“The cannonading has again been 
very lively on both sides in Artois, in 
the region of the Bois-En-Hache and 
the Givenchy wood. 

“To the north of the Aisne our bat- 
teries have concentrated their fire 
with particular effect on the German 
organizations in the region of Vingre 
and on the enemy cantonments in the 
Nouvron wood and at Commelancourt. 

“In Champagne a reciprocal bom- 
bardment with ghells of large calibre 
has occurred in the entire district be- 
tween Tahure and Hill 199, but no in- 
fantry action.

Amsterdam, November 6.—(Via Lon- 
don.)——“The fall of Bagdad may be ex- 
pected,” writes Major Moraht in The 
erlin Tageblatt. ‘England’s base of 
operations is the sea and India; there- 
fore, she has managed to advance 
around Bagdad, thanks to her gun- 
boats on the Tigris, on the Euphrates 
and the Tigris cana While the Turks 
were concentrating at gdad they 
were weakened by the treason of sev- 
eral tribes bought by English gold. 

“Bagdad is not a fortress, and can 
with difficulty be held against a 8u- 
perior force. Little military signifi- 
cance would attach to its fall, but the 
impression that it would make on the 
Arab and Persian frontier tribes must 
not be underestimated. Arabia is un- 
reliable; Persia vacillates and is weak. 
The Russians, moreover, are still in 
the Caucasus.’

SKOULOUDIS ASKED 
~TO FORM CABINET 


King Constantine Trying to 
Settle Greek Crisis—The 

-Ex-Ministers to Retain Of- 
fice Under Skouloudis. 


London, November 7.—The Athens 
correspondent of Reuter’s Telegram 
company in a dispatch dated November 
6 relative to-the Greek cabinet crisis, 
says: 

“The King has charged M. Skou- 
loudis with the formation of a cabinet. 
The ex-ministers are to retain office, 
M. Skouloudis taking the portfolio of 


foreign affairs.” 


The M. Skouloudis mentioned in the 
dispatch probably is Stephanos Skou- 
loudis, minister of foreign affairs in 
the cabinet of M. Rhallis, in 1897. On 
behalf of Greece, he signed the peace 
treaty made in 1918 between the allied 
Balkan states and Turkey in the Lon- 
don peace conference. As minister of 
foreign affairs in the Rhallis cabinet 
he was able greatly to mitigate the 
terms of peace which were imposed on 
Greece by the victorious Turks after 
the war of 1897. 

PERIL AT SALONIKI 
FOR ALLIED FORCES. 

London, November 6.—“Are we justi- 
fied in using Saloniki as a military 
base?” asks The Post in an editorial 


nite decision regarding Great Britain's 
relations with Greece. 

“Our position,” says The Post, “is 
that Saloniki is a neutral post and leads 
into a neutral country through which 
our armies must. advance or retreat. 
This neutral government has changed 
its mind once; therefore it may change 
it again. If benevolent neutrality suits 
its interests now, strict neutrality will 
suit them later. All probably will de- 
pend on the course of the Serbian war, 
and enemy armies far outnumber the 
Serbo-Anglo-French forces. 

“It is reasonable to suppose, there- 
fore, that the Serbian army will be 
rendered ineffective as an organized 
body before our expeditionary ferces 
reach the scene of hostilities. Then 
the Bulgarian force will be available 
to push the Anglo-French contingent 
back into Greece, whereupon Buigaria 
undoubtedly would demand from Greece 
fulfillment of the strict obligations of 
her neutrality—namely, the disarma- 
ment and internment of the Anglo- 
French army. This demand would be 
supported by three factors—interna- 
tional usage, the influence of the ¢en- 
tral powers and the threat of Bulga- 
rian invasion. There ig every likeli- 
hood that Greece would comply.

Officers stated the test showed that 
flying machines can be launched from 
cruisers, dreadnaughts and other fight- 
ing vessels while in motion. It was 
stated that in foreign navies at -pres- 
ent the machines can be started at 
sea only from mother ships equipped 
with platforms, which interfere with 
gunfire. 

Culmination of Experiments. 

Washington, November 6.—When a 
navy aeroplane was shot into the air 
yesterday at Pensacola from the decks 
of the cruiser North Carolita while 
the ship was in motion a new feat in 
aviation was accomplished and a de- 
vice upon which navy airmen have 
been at work for three years proved a 
success. The result opens up new pos- 
sibilities for navy aeroplane scouts and 
observers. 

“This represents the culmination of 
experiments which started in 1912,” 
the department announced, “The 
launching device or catapult was first 
suggested and tried out by Captain W. 
I. Chambers, in charge of naval avia- 
tion, and was made and tested at the 
Washington navy yard, -but was ex- 
perimental and rather crudely built, 
simply to demonstrate the principle, 
Two successful flights were made from 
this device and a new and improved de- 
sign was then made and a launching 
device built and shipped to the Pensa- 
cola aeronautic station. There it was 
installed on a coal barge and complete- 
ly tested with successful flights by 
different aviators before being in- 
stalled on the North Carolina. 

“The device consists of a track ex- 
tending along the ship’s after-deck 
upon which is a car. <An aeroplane 
lands on the device from the air and 
jis secured to the car. On launching 
the car is driven down the track until 
it has attained high speed. Then it is 
brought to a sudden stop and the aero- 
plane, released from its moorings, 
soars into air, having been shot over 
the cruiser’s stern at a speed of fifty 
miles an hour.”

- proaching Winter With 
Fear.

Berlin, November 6.—(Via London.)— 
The Vorwaerts, organ of the German 
social democratic party, publishes a 
two-column pronunciamento from the 
executive committee of the _ social 
@emocratic party, declaring that the 
government measures thus far for the 
regulation of the food supply and 
prices are only half measures. It de- 
mands the fixing of maximum prices 
for all important foodstuffs, 
so adjusted that every war profit for 
the producer, in wholesale as well as 
retail trades, is made impossible and 
even the poorest are placed in a posi- 
tion to obtain the necessaries of life 
required for their nourishment.” The 
pronunciamento begins as follows: 

“The rise in the prices of foodstuffs 
has become unbearable. The prices of 
all important provisions and other ar- 
ticles of daily necessity, such as fuel, 
‘clothing and footwear, have reached an 
exorbitant height. 

Bitter Need Reigns. 

“With anxious fears the people of the 
laboring class and up to the circles of 
the middle classes look forward to ap- 
_proaching winter. Already biter need 
rules in many families. 

“Must there be so much selfish lust 
for gain, and capitalistic greed of prof- 
its rage unrestrainedly in the unreined 


free play of forces? Must millions be | 


in want so that those shameless pro- 
ducers and dealers, who coolly take 
advanage of war conditions, can enrich 
themselves at the nation’s cost?” 

The pronunciamento answers the 
foregoing questions in the negative. It 
says that the foodstuffs on hand are 


“prices | 


adequate, but that they must be right- 
ly distributed. The prices for swine, 
just established, it claims, are too 
high, and beef prices are not reg- 
ulated. 

The committee demands, in addi- 
tion to the fixing of prices for other 
foodstuffs, “an equal distribution of 
the foodstuffs on hand in equal ratio 
among all the empire's inhabitants, as 
ig done with bread, in order to avoid 
preferential treatment of the rich, who 
are able to pay.” : 

New Schedule of Meat Prices. 

A new schedule of prices forswine and 
pork in Berlin has been adopted by the 
federal council in connection with the 
measures now being taken to regulate 
prices and distribution of food supplies 
throughout the country. Maximum 
prices are designated for live hogs, 
which are divided into certain classes 
according to weight Quotations are 
adjusted in such a manner as to en- 
courage the raising of heavy hogs in- 
stead of making it profitable to slaugh- 
ter them before they mature. For this 
‘purpose the rates are increased on a 
sliding scale for hogs which weigh 
more than 220 pounds. : 

The maximum wholesale price for fat 
pork is placed at 140 pfennigs per kilo-, 
gram (about 16 cents a pound). For 
hog fat (unmrendered lard) the maxi- 
mum wholesale price is 180 pfennigs 
per kilogram (about 20% cents a 
pound). 

Measures Regarding Milk. 

The federal council’s measure regard- 
ing milk contemplates primarily giv- 
ing preference to children, nursing 
mothers and sick people. The control 
is through the municipalities and other 
local authorities. ‘towns above 10,000 
inhabitants are required to fix maxi- 
mum prices,and smaller towns are per- 
mitted to do so. All towns are allowed 
to open municipal milk shops or estab- 
lish a commission of special dealers 
to sell on behalf of the authorities. 

It is optional with the authorities 
whether they introduce milk tickets or, 
confine the sales to certain hours. 
Charlottenburg solved the problem by 
selling milk only for children, nursing 
mothers and sick persons during the 
early hours of the day, and later to 
general customers.

P. A.B. WIDENER DEAD; 
hE LEFT $60,000,000 


The Widely-Known Philadel- 
phia Financier Succumbs 
to Old Age. 


Philadelphia, November 6—P. A. B. 
Widener, widely-known financier, diéd 
at his home at Elkins Park near here 
today. 

Death is believed to have been due 
to advanced age. For several years 
past Mr. Widener had been gradually 
withdrawing from directorships of a 
number of corporations in which he 
had been formally active. 

He was born in this city November 
13, 1834, and after receiving a public 
school education, started his business 
career as a butcher. He soon became 
interested in politics, and for more than 
twenty years bore an active part in all 
the important political movements in 
the city. In 1874 Mr. Widener was de- 
feated for the nomination of mayor, 
and this incident practically closed his 
active political career. It was then that 
he entered upon the Hfe which made 
him conspicuous in financial affairs. 
He began by- buying a Tew shares of 
street railway stocks here and there, 
and finally became the controlling fac- 
tor of all the Philadelphia street rail- 
ways, and accumulated a fortune esti- 
mated at more than $60,000,000.

the official press bureau and of its un- 
restrained denunciation of members of 
the cabinet who incurred its wrath. An 
attack yesterday by The Globe on cer- 
tain ministers in connection with the 
administration of the war office, and 
its positive reiteration today that Sec- 
retary Kitchener had resigned, not- 
withstanding official denials, seem to 
have decided the authorities on the 
suppression of the paper. 

This is the first action of the kind 
taken since the outbreak of the war 
against a daily paper in the United 


Kingdom. Some weekly papers, both 
in England and Ireland, including The 
Labor Leader, were similarly treated 
some time ago, but The Labor Leader, 
after a secret trial of the case, was 
allowed to resume publication. 

The Globe, while one of the oldest 
apers published In the country and 
ong considered a staid and conserva- 
tive organ, has latterly lost that char- 
acter, and has been chiefly noted for 
its violent attacks on public men dur- 
ing the administration of the liberal 
government. It has been one of the 
government's bitterest opponents, and 
has since the war attacked virulently 
all of the members of the government. 
On Friday it bitterly attacked Sir 
Frederick E. Smith, the new attorney

Three Boys Who Graduated 
From Same Korean Mis- 
sion School Meet Again as 
Students of Emory. 


_ 


By Wightman F. Melton. 
Emory College, Oxford, Ga, Novem- 
ber 6.—The critic of fiction would rule 
the story out on the ground of tmproba- 
bility. In real life the thing did hap- 
pen. In the spring of 1904 three Ko- 
rean boys, Youtaik Kim, Doo Wha 
Lim and Yung Soo Koo, were .grad- 
vated from a mission grammar school 
in Pyeng Yang, Korea, These three 
were the only members of the gradu- 
ating class. After a separation of ten 
years they meet unexpectedly in Ox- 
ford, Ga., at Emory college, the school 
of liberal arts ‘of Emory, tniversity. 
In the fall of 1904 Messrs. Kim and 
Lim entéred an academy in Pyeng 
Yang, and Mr. Koo entered a Japanese 
preparatory school in the same city, 
expecting to go back to Japan to fin- 
ish his education. 

Sail for Henolulu. 

Having heard of the wonderful civ- 
ilization of the wegtern. world and of 
the opportunities fered there, these 
three wide-awake young Koreans met 
at the seaport, Gin-am-po, and set sail 
for Japan, February, 1905, on the same 
ship. Three months later they went to 
Honolulu on the steamship Siberia. In 
Honolulu, Kim and Lim entered school 
and Koo became a newsboy. A few 
months later Kim and Lim went to 
San Francisco, where, although they 
became separated, they kept up regu- 
lar correspondence, having been chums 
from childhood. Koo came to San 
Francisco many months later, but nei- 
ther saw nor heard anything of his 
old classmates. 

In 1909 Kim came to Waleska, Ga., 
and entered: Reinhardt college. A year 
later Lim followed him and both were 
graduated from Reinhardt. In 1913 
Kim entered Emory college, from 
which institution he was graduated 
with honor, in June, 1915, winning the 
senior medal for oratory. He is now 
a student.in the Atlanta Medical col- 
lege, the school of medicine of Emory 
university: Lim entered Emory in the 
fall of 1914, and is at present a mem- 
ber of the junior class. Last June he 
was one of the sophomore speakers at 
commencement. Both Kim and Lim 
came to Emory because it is the school 
that was attended by their celebrated 
countryman, Baron Yun. 

Emory Is Recommended. 

Some time during the past summer 
Mr. Koo, who was living in San Fran- 
cisco, consulted Rev. William Acton 
as to the best American college for 
him’ to attend. Mr. Acton recommend- 
ed Emory and put the young man in 
communication with Bishop Warren A. 
Candler, chancellor of Emory univer- 
sity. Bishop Candler wrote Mr. Koo 
that there are two Koreans, Kim and 
Lim, in Emory. Koo thought, for the 
moment, that they might possibly be 
his classmates from whom he had not 
heard in ten years. He could not be 
certain, however, for the reason that 
there are many Koreans in America by 
the names, Kim and Lim. 

Mr. Kim, the Atlanta medical stu- 
dent, seeing in the papers that another 
Korean was to enter Emory college, 
came down the opening September 
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KOO, LIM AND KIM, 
Three Koreans, who, after separating at a Korean mission school,. have met 
again as students of Emory University. 


15. He says of the meeting “As I was 
room, coming 
from the library, an unknown person 
was extending his hand and calling my 
name, ‘Youtaik, Youtaik Kim.’ I was 
dumfounded. He began to cry out, 
‘Don’t you know me, don’t you know 
me? I was worse than ever. He told 
me his first name. Then I Was con- 
scious of facing my classmate that. I 
had not seen or heard from in ten 
years, the biggest surprise-like that I 
never experienced before.” 

Of the meeting Lim says, “Kim and 
{f were not knowing where Koo was, 
but it*is very fortunate to have: our 
old classmate with us in this great uni- 
versity.” (Mr. Lim is a ministerial stu- 
dent.) 

Keo Tells of Meeting. 

Mr. Koo’s account of the meeting is 
as follows: “Unexpected meeting at 
Oxford, September 14, 1915. ‘Hello, Doo 
Whal I cried out In a surprised voice. 
‘How are you since I saw you last?’ 
Mr. Lim let his hand in mine and was 
in silence for a minute or two. ‘Why, 
I declare,’ I exclaimed, ‘don’t you know 
me? ‘I beg your pardon,’ he smiled, 
‘I don’t remember you.’ ‘Koo is my 
name,’ I responded. ‘Koo. Have you 


lever met a fellow by this name? Yet 


he didn’t seem to know me. 8o I told 
him -who I am and who he is, .etc. in 
Korean. Then he seemed to recognize 
me, ‘Why, I am ashamed of myself,’ 
he acknowledged, ‘not to know my old 
classmate. You are grown now.’ I 
asked him if he expected me to. be a 
kid always. When we were in the old 
country I was: but a lad and Kim and 
Lim were almost grown. I am quite 
changed since last ten years, but they 
did not much. The same meeting was 
happen to Kim next day when he came 
from Atlanta.” 

Mr. Koo has matriculated at Em- 
ory as Byron Koo. He says he ‘thinks 


than “Yung Soo.” He chose the name 
because of his love of Byron's poetry. 
Mr. Koo has not yet announced what 
rofession he will choose. Already the 
ndications are that he will - maintain 
the high record set by his fellow 
countrymen as students in, Hmory.

The gen- 
eral sentiment in favor of peace pre- 
vailing in this country, however, had 
nothing to do with these Wall street 
reports. - They were spread by people 
who wished to buy in “war stocke 
cheap, in the opinion of many well-in- 
formed observers, and this object was 
accomplished wheh the leading spec- 
ulative issues crushed under the sell- 
ing of these believing the peace ru- 
mors. While, undoubtedly, there had 
been entirely too much over-specula- 
tion in war stocks prior to the time 
several weeks ago when the exchange 
put the brakes on, this condition has 
not existed recently and so without the 
impetus of a great buying movement 
by people anxious to buy anything at 
any price, the war stocks did not stand 
up well under attack. The railroad 
issues have gone steadily ahead, with 
the latest reports of increasing earn- 
ings giving them a good foundation for 
an increase in strength, but the stocks 
of companies which would ordinarily 
be taken up if peace were in sight 
have not shown any great response to 
the talk of the last week or so. The 
cotton and grain markets have also 
failed to show any signs that peace 
4s under serious consideration, and so 
it is evident that it has all been brought 
up for the benefit of timid holders of 
war issues. Europeans selling has had 
no influence, even though it has con- 

inued on a fairly extensive scale, as 

t has been nearly all in railroad is- 
sues, and they have been strong enough 
.to take up all overseas liquidation and 
‘make good advances. There was noth- 
ing about the elections to cause any 
change in the stock market, and very 
little was heard on any side as to what 
result there might be if a few ten- 
dencies revealed at the polls continued 
next year.

Money and Exchange. 

The money market showed no change, 
and for the first time in many years 
the first week of November found rates 
at about the same levels as in the sum- 
mer months.

The reorganization plan of the Mis- 
souri Pacific railroad has been an- 
nounced as calling for the formation 
of a new company with about $101,000,- 
000 bonds, $76,731,635 preferred and 
$82,839,585 common stack. analy- 
sis of the new plan was made public 
during the past week, and with it va- 
rious explanations of the position of 
the various securities. This, ‘coming 
in conjunction with the reports of in- 
creasing earnings, caused an advance 
of over 50 per sent in the old stock. A 
number of recently reorganized proper- 
ties, or those about to be taken out 
of receivers’ hands, have been taken 
up eagerly by speculators recently, and 
it is thought that another wave of 
activity in such prperties of the same 
mature as the speculative excitement 
in reorganization securities of a score 
of years ago is to be seen again. 


Outlook fer Metals. 
The copper market has been strong- 


during the past week, mostly as a re- 
sult of a very large export demand. 
There was also a very good volume of 
buying in domestic circles, and it is 
believed that sellers could mark their 
prices up to above 20 cents at this 
time, but they do not wieh to do so for 
fear of riche age: about a new period of 
stagnation in buying. Insistent as is 
the demand for the metal, consumers 
can always manager to do without 
large supplies of it whenever prices 
work too high, and with the unprece- 
dented output of the present time, buy- 
ers are able to get along on day-to- 
day supplies for long periods. One of 
the favorable features of the export 
business is that enormous demand for 
the metal abread for civil. use has 
been accumulating for months and will 
furnish a source of heavy buying after 
the war. Shipments of the metal have 
been largely for war munitions manufac- 
turers abroad as those wishing copper 
for commercial use have been unable, 
as a rule, to pay the very high freight 
rates now prevailing. 

Railroad buying of rails and. equip- 
ment is proving somewhat embarrass- 
ing to steel companies as they have 
not any large amount.of unsold capac- 
ity for several months ahead. As the 
railroads are their best permanent cus- 
tomers, steel companies are making 
great efforts to accept their business 
whenever nearby deliveries are want- 
ed. ‘Europe is still a persistent seek- 
er for quigk deliveries of many kinds 
of steel products, and so the manufac- 
turers are in a very strong position and 
are obtaining the highest prices on 
record (premiums added) for many 
classes of steel used in war muni- 
tions. The iron industry is feeling 
the expansion in steel, with iron sales 
in excess of 3,000,000 tons during’ Oc- 
tober, the highest mark for a single 
month ever reached and nearly dou- 
ble the average in times save those 
of booms in steel. Exports of stee! 
during August were $38,089,324 in val- 
ue, a new high record for a month. 
For the three months to August 31, 
the total exports of steel were $106,- 
500,000, which is about triple the nor- 
mal exports for a quarter year. 
The wheat market showed consider-. 
able strength during the week, in. view 
of the peace talk, and as it is behéved 
that wheat feels the pulse of such a 
movement towards peace, as has™‘peen 
talked of, more than any other com- 
modity or security, the action of grain 
is taken as the best answer to the re- 
orts.

WEEKLY REVIEW OF 
DRY GOODS MARKET 


New York, November 7.—Weaker cotton’ 
markets have had the effect of softening 
prices in gray cotton goods and yarns to 
some extent, but it has not checked the 
readjustment of values on finished goods 
to the levels of 12c cotton from $c.

J. I. Poindexter, night jailer of the 
Tower, and a man who is termed 
“white clean through” by everyone, 
from confidence man to sandbag artist.

When the exchanges did open the 
market was rehabilitated. Future con- 
tracts were made. Cotton began to 
move, The intrinsic value is no more 
now than it was in October of last year 
yet March cotton is now selling around 
12 cents. And that simply represents

Through offered amendments to the 
Stovall general prohibition law, adopt- 
ed by the senate Friday, one of which 
amendments has actually been incor- 
porated in the bill, Georgia came very 


‘nearly having a prohibition law, which 


would have allowed the state to be- 


_eoame, perhaps, the “wettest” state in 


the union. 

The améndment which has been in- 
corporated in the bill is that of Mr. 
Pickett, of the eleventh district, which 
changes the clause in section 1 from 
prohibiting the sale of “beverages con- 
taining one-half of 1 per cent of alco- 
hol or more,” to read “beverages con- 
taining not more than cne half of 1 
per cent of alcohol.” This last clause 
was adopted, thus making the effect 
of the law that of prohibiting the sale 
of any beverage containing less than 
one-half of 1 per cént of alcohol, which 
would include all sorts of ‘‘soft- drinks.” 
At the same time this clause would 
permit the sale of any beverage con- 
taining more than one-half of 1 per 
cent of alcohol, which would mean 
that any kind of beer, whisky, wine 
or any other sort of. intoxicating 
liquor containing more than one-half 
of 1 per cent of alcohol could be sold 


in Georgia. 


To Correct Error. 


‘It appears that no member of the 
senate caught the fatal mistake tied 
up in this amendment, and it remained 
for Secretary D. F. McCiatchey and 
Calendar Clerk Charles F. Rice, of the 
senate, to find the error in it. Mr. 
McClatchey notified Judge Hopkins, 
representative from Thomas county, 
house leader of the “majority” fac- 
tion, of the error, and a meeting will 
be held»before the assembly recon- 
venes Monday to decide what course 
1h be pursued to remedy the mis- 
take. 

The error will iiKely be corrected 
either by reconsideration on the part 
of the senate or by reamendment in 
the house. The latter course is proba- 
ble, since to reconsider the bill in the 
senate would mean that another day 
would be lost before the bill got to 
the house. . 

Not Intended. 


No suspicion of intention in giving 
the amendment this adverse effect at- 
taches itself to Mr. Pickett, who in- 
troduced the amendment. Mr. Pickett 
is at the head of one of the largest 
“soft drink’ concerns in Georgia, and 
the effect of the amendment would be 
to kill absolutely his own business as 
well as all the “soft drink” business 
in the state. 

This is further. apparent by another 
amendment which was introduced by 
Mr. Pickett to amend section 19 of 
the bill to the same effect as the 
amendment of the first section. To 
section 19 the amendment has no rele- 
vancy whatever. This is Bill No. 6. 
This amendment was evidently intend- 
ed for Bill No. %, which has not yet 
been considered by the senate.

NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS. 


Any program of national preparedness 
which is undertaken by the United States 
must take into careful and vital considera- 
tion the dependable sources of iron, which 
ig the ultimate and essential element. of 
defense. : 

This point of view is admirably pre- 
sented in a recent issue of The Baltimore 
Manufacturers’ Record, which declares that, 
under existing iron and steel conditions, 
“national preparedness is chimerical, an 
impossible, unrealizable dream,” and will 
remain so “unless radical changes are made 
in the iron and steel industry.” 

Outside of some small arid inconsider- 
able deposits in Texas, the only sources of 
iron available to the United States are the 
ore beds of Cuba, those in the Great Lakes 
regions, principally in the copper country 
and just across the lakes from the British- 
Canadian shore, and the mines of northern 
Alabama, northwestern Georgia and south- 
ern Tennessee. 

In case of trouble of the serious sort— 

and we are not absolute proof against it— 
what a comparatively easy matter it would 
be for a strong and hostile navy to cut off 
the Cuban supply; how simple might be the 
interference with the ore beds of the Great 
Lakes by British forces coming through 
Canada. : 
._.. These are things we have got to think 
about, and the thought first and foremost in 
this connection is the importance of the 
conservation and development of those 
gources of iron which are most safe and 
most secure from hostile attack. | 

The one safe and certain source of iron, 
irrespective of the nature or extent of any 
attack that might be made upon us, is the 
mines of the north Alabama, northwestern 
Georgia and southern Tennessee sections. 
These are the mines from which must come,

The Manufacturers’ Record well sug: 


gests that the capture of the Lake Superior 
ore region and the cutting off of the Cuban 
supply is not one-half so chimerical as 
would have been any predictions eighteen 
months ago of such fearful conditions as we 
are now seeing in Europe. 

It has been suggested that in connection 
with any program of preparedness the 
United States government should establish 
its own armor-plate plant, and its own fac- 
tory for the manufacture of ammunition and 
_.. other war material. If this is done, if it cuts 
_ Joose from dependence on the private steel 
_ industry interests, it must have a depend 


which would turn the investment into hand- 
some profit. " 

Nor is there any apparent reason why 
the steel corporation should await the de- 
cision of the United States supreme court 
in the case in which its dissolution has been 
sought by the department of justice. With 
unanimous decision in the lower court in its 
favor, it is almost inconceivable that this 
will be reversed. 

But regardless of the fact that ultimate 
victory for the steel corporation seems now 
assured, particularly since there are evi- 
dences on every hand of keenest competi- 
tion, it is believed this powerful commercial 
organization could do no better for itself 
than in doing for the country to the extent 
of making national preparedness a practical 
success. 

‘The only way in which this can be done 
is to provide assurance of unlimited sup- 
plies of iron. The one source of these sup- 
plies in any possible contingency is the one 
pointed out in this immediate territory. The 
one agency of their development is the 
steel corporation which controls them. Its 
duty in the premises is clear; its ultimate 
reward is unquestioned. 
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THE GIRLS’ NIGHT SCHOOL. 


‘ The value of the boys’ night schools is 
being proven every day in many of Atlanta’s 
manufacturing plants, in business houses 
and in the offices of professional men, but 
there are probably few people who realize 
the far-reaching influence of Atlanta’s night 
school for girls, which now has an attend- 
ance of 116 women and girls. 

The curriculum of the school is being 
regulated to meet the different degrees in 
educational need which the student body 
represents. The wage-earning girl is. éna- 
bled to become more efficient in whatever 
her line of work is. She is given the oppor- 
tunity of a primary business course and 
high school classes if she desires them. 

The foreign woman is being given her 
first opportunity to learn the English lan- 
guage and encouraged not to sacrifice, but 
to bring the best of her country’s thought 
and spirit to the country of her .adoption. 
The Girls’ Night school is reaching to in- 
terest all the students in the value of train- 
ing for home life, in supplementing the 
academic studies with classes in domestic 
science. Many young women who must be- 
come wage-earners early in life know noth- 
ing about the making or keeping of a home. 
For these the night school provides classes 
in cooking and sewing, and a series of lec- 
tures in health and home sanitation. 

While affording these advantages to the 
women and girls of the community, the night 
school is doing its part in the general cam- 
paign being waged to wipe out illiteracy 
in Georgia, for there is a group of worthy 
students in the Girls’ Night school—ranging 
in age from 18 to 30 years—who could 
neither read nor write when they entered 
the primary classes in September. They 
are not drawn from our foreign population; 
they are not all from our rural communities, 
We might as well understand that there are 
native Georgians, reared in the sight of the 
state capitol and within call of the public 
school bell, who, because of their early 
surroundings or parental indifference, are 
illiterate. Seeing their disadvantage they 
come forward courageously and when the 
day’s work is done they study by night to 
better equip themselves as wage-earners, or 
better equip themselves as mothers for the 
future citizen. 

The night school is to have better quar- 
ters and increased facilities in the new 
Commercial High School building, but even 
then this particular department of the pub- 
lic school system deserves that moral sup- 
port which men and women individually 
can give it. 

It is the obligation of those employers 
of large numbers of women and girls 
against. whom the cry of inefficiency is so 
often raised to rally to the cause of the 


grants who at last take rank among sub- 
stantial. American citizens. 

It is interesting to recall that a law 
which has accomplished these things was 


‘most vigorously assailed before and at the 


time of its enactment, by the banking and 
financial interests which, in the long run, 
have been. among those most benefited 
by it. 

Still further improvement is suggested 
in the law. At present a person can de 
posit not over $100 a month, and can draw 
interest only on amounts up to $500. Post- 
master General Burleson proposes that the 
interest-bearing limit be increased to $1,000, 
but that persons be permitted to deposit 
up to $2,000, if they so desire.. He thinks 
this plan would bring some $25,000,000 more 
out of hiding and into circulation. Un- 
doubtedly it would be well worth trying. 


A MERCHANT MARINE. 


' Realization of the predicament of the 
United States with the greater proportion 
of its commerce sailing under the flags of 
other nations, has aroused public sentiment 
until downright concern has supplanted in- 
difference, and thé country now looks to 
congress at its next session to do some 
thing that will put the American flag upon 
the seas in such proportion as our over- 
seas trade demands. 

With the single exception of the United 
States there is no nation of consequence in 
the world but realizes the importance of a 
national merchant marine of its own; no 
other nation that has gone to the absurd 
and unpardonable extent of legislating its 
own flag off the ocean, a result which the 
La Follette seamen’s act is reputed already 
to have brought about in the Pacific. 

Discussing the necessity of an adequate 
merchant marine, The Washington Post 
says: 


The world is short of vessels for its 
ocean transportation, and the nations 
which own the vessels are certain to ad- 
vance the commercial interests of their 
own countries before they will serve the 
commercial needs of countries which are 
their competitors in the world’s markets. 

Every week emphasizes the need of 
the United States for fleets of vessels 
carrying its own flag and under the con- 
trol of the United States government to 
saniat such service in the most efficient 

orm. 

The coal mining interests of this coun- 
try. today would be master of the coal sit- 
uation in all the oceans of the world if 
they had but the vessels at their command 
to earry the outputs to the ports that 
are the great markets 


It is said that one almost immediate 
effect of the control of the coal trade by 
this country would be to provide employ- 
ment for 50,000 more coal miners, and this 
is only a single incident of commercial pos- 
sibility, if we were equipped for handling 
our commerce under our own flag. 

‘A merchant marine under the Ameri- 
can flag is likewise of the utmost impor- 
tance in connéction with our program of 
national defense. It is practically the only 
source of a quickly prepared auxiliary fleet 
in case of emergency.

GORGIA CAN MAKE FORTUNE IN 
BAMBOO, THINKS THIS VISITOR 

It took a man from the New England 
etates to discover a Georgia asset, of which 
but little has ever before been heard. Gov- 
ernor Harris has received from William 
Breester, of Springfield, Mass., a letter call- 
ing attention to a bamboo grove which he 
recently saw in Chatham county. Mr. Bree- 
ster believes bamboo of the sort he saw 
growing in Chatham has a great commercial 
future, such a value upon the market, in fact, 
as would make Georgia a serious rival of 
Japan, which, so far, has been-the greatest 
bamboo-producing section of the world. 

Governor Harris sent the letter to H. M. 
Stanley, commissioner of commerce and la- 
bor, for his attention. Mr. Stanley states 
that the bamboo grove mentioned is probably 
a cultivated grove out on the Ogeechee road 
near Savannah. There is a fine grove there, 
which shows that bamboo can be easily 
grown in the southern section of the state, 
especially in the coast counties of Chatham, 
Bryan, Liberty, McIntosh, Glynn, Camden and 
the other nearby counties. 

“Bamboo,” said Mr. Stanley, “can be used 
in making all kinds of furniture, baskets, 
boxes, ladders, etc., and even houses can be 
erected from this reed. The leaves can be 
used in weaving and for packing purposes. 
In India the poorer classes eat the seed for 
food. In many counties of south Georgia 
the bamboo grows wild in the swamps and 
furnishes splendid grazing for gtock, Such 
canebrakes are valuable for that purpose. 

“As far as I know,” said Mr. Stanley, 
“the grove near Savannah is the only cul- 
tivated grove in the state, and while this 
grove is not extensive, it shows to what ex- 
tent bamboo can be grown in Georgia and 
offers an opportunity to enterprising owners 
of land adapted to the purpose and to inves- 
tors in bamboo manufacturing plants.”

Speedily after the Anglo-French loan of 
$500,000,000 was made a call has been issued 
for the payment of the first installment of 
that loan. Every bank in the United States 
which either directly or through agents or 
representatives took part in the underwrit- 
ing of that loan was called upon last week 
to send its proportionate part of the first cali 
to New York so that the funds might be 
made available to pay for purchases which 
France and England have made in the United 
States. None but the managers of the under- 
writing syndicate knows in detail what the 
proportionate part of each bank and of each 
individual is. That is a detail which will 
always be guarded as confidential. But it is 
presumed that the first call is for between 
42 and 15 per cent of the total amount. 

When it was announced that the call had 
been made there were some rapid computa- 
tions, most of them based upon guesswork, 
which, however, were in substantial agree- 
ment. The estimate was that about $65,000,- 
000 would be paid in, this money being de- 
posited in the central depositary. It was 
assumed, therefore, that the banks of the 
country and individuals or corporations would 
be compelled to send to New York as large 
an amount of money as that. 

An Ineorrect Basis. 

An assumption of this kind, however, is 
made on an incorrect basis. Probably not 
far from 70 per cent of the total amount 
will be represented by checks from New York 
banks, deposited with the National City bank, 
which is the central depositary, for the com- 
mon understanding is that of the total 
$500,000,000 New York’s corporations and in- 
dividuals represent about 70 per cent. Occa- 
sionally there come disclosures of the amount 
which individuals or industrial corporations 
subscribed to the loan. One publisher is 
known to have subscribed $500,000 to the

loan, not in the name of the corporation of | 


which he is president, but as an. individual 
subscription. One of the industries which 
is greatly occupied with manufacturing war 
munitions subscribed through a broker, the 
amount being $400,000. There are all sorts 
of rumors respecting the share in this un- 
derwritiig which is identified by Charles M. 
Schwab and his company. Nearly all of these 
corporations and individual subscriptions are 
paid through New York banks, although in 
the case of many corporations they have 
been chartered in other states than New 
York. Gradually, but surely, the belief enter- 
tained when the loan was purported to have 
been successfully negotiated is confirmed— 
mamely, that the syndicate managérs were 
anxious to secure nation-wide co-operation, 
looking upon that as far more important than 
the amounts which these underwriters all 
over the United States had subscribed. 
There must be a vast amount of labor 
entailed in making the call, since it is un- 
derstood that about 1,000 corporations or 
individuals are the number of the under- 
writers. Then there is considerable clerical 


work in handling the deposits and the move-. 


ment of a good deal of tDanking machinery 
entailed in passing these deposits over to 
J. P. Morgan & Co., through whom payments 
are to be made to American industries from 
whom Great Britain and France have pur- 
chased commodities. There aré good reasons, 
also, for surmising that the managers of the 
underwriting syndicate are now persuaded 
that the making of this loan and the manner 
in which it is to be utilized are to be a 
most valuable object lesson for the United 
States, notwithstanding the fact that now 
and then from many parts of the country 
come reports that the lodn is not regarded 
with favor because there is said to be no 
security behind it. Curiously enough, some 
of this sentiment prevails in New England, 
where criticism of this kind has been made 
by those who believe that Great Britain 
and France should have put ‘ip collateral 
security. The success of the loan, however, 
is likely to teach the people that there in 
no finer security in the world than the faith, 
credit and resources of two of the greatest 
nations in the world. How rapidly we are 
becoming world bankers is spoken of in the 
financial district as being well demonstrated

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Buying Real Food Values and Not 
Waste Means a Cut in Kitchen . 


Expenses and a Healthy Fa 


By DELIA AUSTRIAN. 
AVE you ever stopped to think 
FT nat you may be able to reduce 
your hotigehold expenses, espe- 

cially in the kitehen, in a number of 
ways, and still keep your. family 
healthy and contented? This is most 
readily done by using cheap cuts of 
meats instead of expensive ones. 

Instead of having meat on the table 
twice a day, let once stiffice and at 
other times tse meat substitutes, of 
which there are many. Cook your 
meats and vegetables so they retain 
their juices. A good way to have 
meat retain their juices is to broil it 
instead of frying it. | 

Vegetables can be prepared easily 
to retain their juices by using & cas- 
' gerole, a fireproof earthen vessel, in- 


stead of boiling them. It is equally . 


important to buy fruite and vege- 
tables as they come along in season. 
Sensible food reform has striven to 
educate women to understand that 
everything which is really valuable 
and strengthening in meat is obtain- 
able from other kinds of food, such as 
cheese, eggs, lentils, dried pens, 
beans, most kinds of nuts and foods 
made of nuts. What so many house- 
keepers do not know, but would like 
to know, is that) they can have meat 
once a day and less if necessary and 
ean have vegetables and other good 
substitutes. 


Preparing the Steak. 


The methods of cooking meat by ap- 
plicatiomof dry heat are broiling, pan 
broiling, oven roasting in an uncov- 
ered pan or roasting before an open 
fire. The steak may be broiled under 
gas or over glowing coals, and if prop- 
erly done will be browned on the out- 
side and juicy and pink on the inside. 
A steak that is gray ajl through will 
not be juicy because the proteins dis- 
solved in the juices have all: béen 
hardened by the heat. 

The steak should be first seared on 
either side to retain the juice, then 
moved farther from the flame so that 
the interior will not be overcooked. 
Sometimes it is more convenient to 
broil in frying pan or skillet. In this 
case the pan should be emoking hot 
and may be rubbed lightly with a bit 
of fat to prevent sticking. 


Results of Experiments. 


As soon AS the meat is browned on 
either side the heat should be reduced 
as in ordinary broiling. If fat collects 
in the pan it should be poured off; 
otherwise the meat will be fried rather 
than broiled and will lose in flavor. A 
number of experiments in the roast- 
ing of meats have been carried on at 
the University of Tilinois. | 

Tt was found that for a tender cut 
the closed pan did not give &s satis- 
factory results as far as flavor and 
appearance were concerned and the 
losses were greater than where an 
Open pan was used. The same prin- 
ciple of high heat at first for searing 
and then a lower heat to finish the 
cooking applies here also. |

LOOD transfusion is still new. Five 
Boe ago it was regarded as a freak 

fad of the theorists. Now it is gen- 
erally accepted by the medical profession 
as being both wise and good for many ail- 
ments. There is, however,’an entirely new 
phase of the practice, a phase that took 
imagination to conceive and daring to 
execute. 

Ry it the avenue of eliminating racial 
diseases and ailments that are peculiar to 
certain people is opened. It is based upon 
the old, old theory of immunity and pro- 
poses to do nothing more than contrast the 
life serums of different nationalities in 
subjects so that the strength of ore clan 
may be transferred to the other and thus 
put hardihood where weakness stood be- 
fore. 


Strange Freak of Disease. 


Dr. W. J. Rowe of Philadelphia per- 
formed the first operation of this nature 
in Jefferson Hospital recently when he was 
fighting that dread skin disease of Russian 
Jews, pemphigus vegitans. As do all doc 
tors, Dr. Rowe knew that this disease has 
never appeared in any other nationality or 
race, Some fate has reserved this fatality 
for the Semitic people residing in the 
Slavie Empire. 

There was small.chance of restoring 
strength in the patient by any known 
means. So Dr. Rowe racked his brain for 
some medicine or feat of surgery that 
might bring relief. What caused the dis- 
ease was unknown; in fact, it is not 
known what causes this disease in any of 
its manifestations.

But this is not all, The United States 
suffers damage annually to the extent of 
$40,000,000 owing to the depredations of 
the Hessian fly; the cotton boll weevil 
causes an annual logs of $80,000,000, and 
the coddling moth $15,000,000. Add to this 
the damage done by gypsy and brown-tail 
moths and the San Jose seale, to say noth- 
ing of a host of minor pests, and the total 
assumes alarming proportions.

New Warfare World’s Deadliest 


NGLAND’S prime minister has lately 

acknowledged that 24 per cent of the 

British wounded have died of their in- 
juries, and this apart from the soldiers 
who have fallen on the field of battle or 
been sacrificed in the. trenches. This gives 
us some hint of the slaughter that is going 
on in Hurepe. 

Have the modern methods of fighting 
and present day military instruments made 
the death rate greater than formerly? Has 
the science of the surgeon and the patience 
of the bactertologist lessened the ultimate 
toll? In ahort, how far have the destroyers 
of life and the saviors of the human body 
offset one another? 

During the American civil war, covering 
an interval from 1861 to 1865, the total 
deaths amounted to 363,964 in the Union 
armies, and this total was divided as fol- 
lows:

The death rate among the wounded aver- 
aged 14.6 per cent. Figures covering the 
Confederate service are only speculative, 
but the total loss has been estimated at 
200,000, and, according to Captain Dunean, 
the ratio of death from wounds to deaths 
by disease was “one-third and two-thirds.” 

The American army had an average 
strength of 211,860 during the war with 
Spain in 1898. We lost 862 killed in battle 
and 106 died of wounds, while disease 
Claimed 5,438. Of the wounded 4.6 per cent 
succumbed, and of the total deaths due to 
disease 85 per cent was caused by typhoid 
alone. During the Anglo-Boer war twice 
as many died of disease as of wounds, and 
again typhoid carried off moat of them—

The grounds of the war were sin- 
gularly uncertain. France was doing 
much more to injure neutral trade 
than England was. 

That véery epring (1812), a French 
fleet put to sea confesaedly commis- 
sioned to burn American merchantmen 
wherever found. 

Mr. Madison urged againat England 
the old grievance of impressment, and 
no one could doubt ite weight or grav- 
ity. Nearly every twelvemonth be- 
tween 1804 and the embargo close upon 

a thousand men a year had been seized j 
oat of American ships. 

American tonnage increased seventy 
thousand tons a year so long as Amer- 
ican skippers were. permitted to enjoy 
the profits of neutral trade; four thou- 
sand two hundred additional men were
